clared last week. 

The concerned statements 
from the firefighter - who pre¬ 
fers to remain anonymous - 
follows statements that echoed 
throughout the City Council 
chambers earlier that week.

The firefighter stated emo¬ 
tionally “if we are not the 
problem, why do two or three 
fire stations have to be called 
for each run?” 

He alluded to the fact that 
sometimes that number of fire 
trucks need to be called to a 
fire scene to get at-least four 
firefighters there. 

The firefighter said an out- 
of-town fireman was in the 
area following the traffic acci¬ 
dent involving Fire Chief 
David Allison a short time 
back. 

“He asked first how serious 
the injured fireman was and 
then asked ‘who was he,”’ the 
firefighter said. 

When told the injured fire¬ 
fighter was the fire chief him¬ 
self, the out- of-towner asked 
“why was he driving the truck 
himself. In our city, the chief 
arrives in his official fire car.” 

The other major concern 
raised by the Romulus fire¬ 
fighter was the current rate of 
response times, which he said 
are “seven to 12 minutes...on a

Delay in responding to 
heart attack victims can cause 
severe brain damage, the fire¬ 
fighter said, and delay in get¬ 
ting to fire scenes creates 
much bigger fires. 

The most accepted figures 
listed by fire professionals, he 
said, is that a fire doubles in 
size every 30 seconds. 

Often, local volunteer said, 
stations respond with only one 
firefighter to traffic mishap 
calls and others. Some stations 
do not even respond at all, he 
complained. 

With only about 42 firefigh¬ 
ters on the work lists, the fire¬ 
fighter said, the staffing 
remains slim at best. Add to 
that the problem is that 10 of 
the volunteers are not trained 
yet in fire or medical matters. 

The political nature of the 
issue also is growing, as Coun¬ 
cilman William Wadsworth - 
who has expressed a possible 
interest in running for Mayor 
in 2001 - decried claims by al¬ 
lies of Mayor William Oakley 
that concerns stated on the 
council floor about the fire¬ 
fighter issue are simply “polit¬ 
ical statements.” 

It also was learned that an 
unannounced (to date) candi¬ 
date for mayor has revealed 
that he plans to have a strong 
full time fire department 
plank in his campaign plan. 

Thus as predicted last Octo¬ 
ber the Romulus Fire Depart¬ 
ment will be battling with the 
local deepwell project as the 
prime campaign issue next 
year.

Add to fire department now 


Voices from within the Romu¬ 
lus Fire Department are adding 
to the chorus of public requests 
for additional hirings in the city’s 
firefighter force. 

Last week this writer was told - 
- the 9 am. to 5 p.m. period - is no 
longer the only time that Romulus 
Fire Stations are weak on man 
and woman-power 

Local firemen state “It is now a 
24-hours a day problem!” 

Back in October 1999 the Ro¬ 
mulus Roman carried a page one 
story that bore a warning from 
former Romulus Volunteer Fire¬ 
man Mark Wilhide, who urged the 
Oakley administration to add to 
the firefighter coverage at all four 
fire stations - so that one station 
doesn’t have to back up the 
other on minor fire calls. 

One insider said the shortage 
of manpower is one of the rea¬ 
son’s why Fire Chief David Alli¬ 
son was personally driving a fire 
apparatus, when a fatal accident 
occurred recently Allison himself 
was injured in the mishap. 



Another said new hefty volun¬ 
teers are being brought on who 
are having a hard time buckling 
their firefighter uniform equip¬ 
ment 

Most, who are even slightly 
aware of the fire department situ¬ 
ation, agree the firefighters’ fire 
and medical response times are 
falling behind. 

A current firefighter said that 
critical four minute response times 
- particularly on medical runs - 
are often not being met 

If a victim’s heart is stopped 
for more than four minutes - the 
insider said - his or her brain 
functions can be seriously im¬ 
paired. 

In recent months, Mayor 
William Oakley vows his adminis¬ 


tration is working hard to solve 
the “complex problem.” 

We agree that the issue is not a 
simple one. 

But a temporary fix (at worst) 
should be installed in coming 
weeks, before any potential 
tragedy occurs. 

If the financial issue is the key 
element - rather than let it be¬ 
come a growing political issue - 
then maybe the Oakley adminis¬ 
tration should select a so called 
“blue ribbon panel” of various cit¬ 
izens to put together a long-term 
plan for modernizing that key 
public safety unit 

Other cities have engaged in 
“rent-a-cop” programs in emer¬ 
gencies. Romulus may be near 
having to employ a similar cycle 
with firemen. 

Let’s not lose a child or grand¬ 
parent because of poor response 
times! 

Such a tragedy could cause 
deep wounds for a local family, a 
law suit for the city and shortened 
political careers for local leaders.

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No Payne-less way to compete 
with National’s charter schools 


What will happen if National 
Heritage Academies kicks Can¬ 
ton’s behind in court and forces 
the school-averse township to al¬ 
low a charter school in the town¬ 
ship? 

First, 500 area kids will be able 
to affordably choose a school out¬ 
side the public school monopoly 

Second, Plymouth-Canton 
schools, already in poor financial 
condition, will lose 500 students 
and have to figure out a way to 
stem the flow. 

Third, if the school board can’t 
figure out how to compete with 
charter and private schools that 
offer academics and discipline 
without wasting half the school 
day on social engineering, Sen. 
Loren Bennett, chairman of the 
state senate’s education commit¬ 
tee, will have to decide whether 
or not to try and bail out the dis¬ 
trict 

For the 500 kids awaiting the 
court decision, all we can do is 
support their wish to have the 
same opportunities available to 
wealthier kids. If National Her¬ 
itage Academies prevails, Canton- 
area kids will no longer have to 
buy educational opportunities. 
More kids - rich, poor, red, white, 
black, or yellow - can have a de¬ 
cent start in the rat race. This 
great outcome is predictable. 

While the response of Ply¬ 
mouth-Canton schools is some¬ 
what predictable, it’s not a given 
because of the June school board 
electioa Nevertheless, the fierce 
opposition of school board mem¬ 
bers to National Heritage Acade¬ 
mies’ charter school proposals 
bodes trouble. 

Afraid to compete with Nation¬ 
al Heritage Academies, school 
board members Judy Mardigian 
and Mark Slavens publicly 
begged Canton officials to reject 
National’s plans. Other board 
members may have prostrated 
themselves before Canton Super¬ 
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visor Tom Yack - I’m not sure - 
but anyone of them would prefer 
strapping on kneepads to rolling 
up their sleeves and working to 
creating elementary schools 
where the students are intensive¬ 
ly drilled in basic subjects and 
taught how to think instead of 
being indoctrinated with a smat¬ 
tering of politically correct fads 
and learning how to feeL 

While no current board mem¬ 
ber has ever proposed an alterna¬ 
tive, school board candidate 
Kathleen Payne at least holds out 
hope for change. 

A law school professor, she is 
well aware of the general acade¬ 
mic decline. As a former teacher 
and counselor, she is also aware 
of the need to correct it 

‘At the university level, we face 
a problem of finding student writ¬ 
ing skills not as proficient as they 
used to be and we’re trying to ask 
why,” she said, rattling off several 
theories, including the use of 
computers, which some current 
board members bought without 
weighing the benefits and detri¬ 
ments. 

While Payne doesn’t have an 
easy solutions, at least she’s 
aware of the district’s strengths, 
such as the ability to prepare stu¬ 
dents for good colleges and ca¬ 
reers, and its shortcomings, such 
as a weak middle school orches¬ 
tral music program. 

“It’s very unfortunate that we 
don’t have an orchestra in all the 
middle schools,” she said, adding 
that culture is an important part 
of educatioR 

She also favors introducing for¬ 
eign languages into elementary 


grades. 

“We have a well-educated 
adult community with people 
moving into $500 thousand 
homes, many of them coming 
from out of state, many of them 
with high expectations who are 
disappointed,” she said. “But we 
won’t implement programs to 
meet these expectations unless 
we ask.” 

If voters elect Payne, she will 
ask for desired programs, getting 
the ball rolling to compete with 
charter schools and possibly 
vouchers. 

The alternatives, if kids begin 
flocking to National and other 
schools with a traditional curricu- 
lum, will be to close public 
schools to meet shrinking budgets 
or to turn to Bennett 

A powerful senator and a play¬ 
er on the Engler team, Bennett 
helped bail out the Wayne-West¬ 
land district, after it had lost thou¬ 
sands of students and closed sev¬ 
eral schools, with more money, 
keeping it on life support, while 
area students continue to trickle 
away to better opportunities. 

Bennett seems to have also 
helped keep Van Buren schools 
on life support, though the details 
are sketchy. 

But whatever he did, it’s likely 
he will do his best to secure 
. enough funding to keep Ply- 
mouth-Canton’s leaky ship afloat, 
no matter how many students 
jump ship for better opportuni¬ 
ties. 


But in the best of worlds, voters 
would elect school board mem¬ 
bers like Payne who are willing 
and able to spur the creation of 
competitive public schools. 


Don’t you think that SeR Ben¬ 
nett would be happier securing 
money for schools that attracted 
students who want the best in¬ 
stead of repelling them? 


Romulus council: true believers or scared? 


On May 2, the Romulus City 
Council, after a closed session on 
the subject, rejected a proposed 
settlement on the hazardous 
waste injection well facility 
planned by EDS for a Citrin Drive 
location in the city. The settle¬ 
ment agreement had been re¬ 
quested by the city’s insurance 
company and was negotiated be¬ 
tween EDS and the city’s attor¬ 
neys over a four-month period. 

The 7-0 vote was taken in an 
orchestrated hostile atmosphere 
with the council chambers filled 
by anti-well activists from Romu¬ 
lus and Taylor displaying signs 
promising a recall movement for 
any council member who voted 
for the settlement The city’s in¬ 
surance company, in a letter to 
the mayor made public by State 
Representative Ray Basham, had 



warned the city that a rejection of 
the settlement would result in 
cancellation of the city’s insur¬ 
ance coverage for any judgment 
against the city in the $100,000,000 
“takings” lawsuit filed by EDS 
against the city. The insurer had 
concluded that such a judgment 
against the city is “highly possi¬ 
ble” and is not willing to gamble 
$10 million of its members’ money 
on the outcome. 

Rumors have circulated that a 
council member made a recall 


threat in the closed session prior 
to the vote. From the unanimous 
vote to reject the agreement, only 
one of two conclusions is possible. 
Either the entire council sincere¬ 
ly believes that delaying an injec¬ 
tion well, and possibly stopping 
the one on Citrin Drive, is more 
important than the “highly possi¬ 
ble” financial ruin of the city or 
alternatively some of the mem¬ 
bers were intimidated by the 
threats of recall. 

Evidently overlooked by the 
council is the fact that EDS has a 
viable alternative to reactivate its 
first well site at Northline and 
Wahrman Road. The city’s at¬ 
tempt to stop that site has been 
overruled by the State Appeals 
Court and the city may well lose 
its appeal to the State Supreme 
Court 


The only thing close to a public 
referendum on the well question 
was an earlier attempt on the bal¬ 
lot to impose a one mill “environ¬ 
mental” tax on property. That 
measure suffered a convincing 
defeat 


The entire public should be 
given a voice in choosing between 
the two alternatives; settlement 
versus huge tax increases or deci¬ 
mation of city services. The coun¬ 
cil should, 1) waive the confiden¬ 
tiality of that closed session so in¬ 
dividual members will be free to 
explain their votes, and 2) put an 
advisory (non-binding) referen¬ 
dum on the ballot for the voters to 
express their choice. Then the 
council could determine which 
choice is more likely to result in a 
recall.

The Effects of Age on the Teeth and Mouth

Get yourself in a gung-ho apart¬ 
ment search frame of mind. You will 
be making dozens of phone calls and 
leaving many messages. If your mes¬ 
sages aren’t returned the next day, 
you should call again, of course doing 
so with the utmost tact If you don’t 
have a local phone number, get one. 
Apartments Unlimited rents out very 
inexpensive voice mail boxes. 

Keep your checkbook with you. 
When you see an apartment which 
looks good to you, you are going to 
have to decide and act upon it quick¬ 
ly. Good places do not stay on the 
market long! People constantly lose

Collect all of your rental informa¬ 
tion before you visit your first vacan¬ 
cy. You may want to fill out an Apart¬ 
ments Unlimited application form.

Have a credit report with you and 
give yourself an edge over the next 
guy. Landlords will be impressed by 
your organization and preparedness 
As well, you’ll save money by not hav¬ 
ing to shell out for each and every 
landlord that requires one.

In many 
respects it is the same. Landlords of 
really good units usually have their 
pick of several applicants. They are 
looking for:

Be secure with your 
security deposit 


When you move into an apartment 
you and your landlord have to have a 
lot of blind faith for each other. You 
could be “Mr. Nice Guy”, or “Mr. I’m 
Going To Throw Parties Here Every 
Night Guy.” 

Tenants are usually not into mainte¬ 
nance, therefore they aren’t as careful 
with their rented property as they 
would be if they owned it They also 
tend to see maintenance as the land¬ 
lord’s job. So, in order to assure the 
landlord that any damages made to the 
apartment while you are a tenant will 
be covered, most apartment complexes 
require a security deposit 

The deposit is usually equivalent to 
about two months rent The reasons? 

If you fail to pay the rent one month, 
it won’t come out of the landlord’s 
pocket He has the right to use your de¬ 
posit 

If there are any major damages 
made to the apartment when your 
lease is up, he can use the remaining 
deposit to make any repairs. 

But what if the landlord claims you 
made that hole in the wall when you 
know it was there before you were? 
Nothing, really. At that point it’s proba¬ 
bly too late to fight back According to 
MetLife, this is why you take precau¬ 
tions before you sign the lease. When 


you think you’re going to live in an 
apartment, and it’s almost a done deal, 
go around the apartment and check 
EVERYTHING for problems. Here’s a 
check list of some of the major things 
you should check out/look for. 

• Door locks: Do they turn easily? 
Can you be assured the landlord re¬ 
keyed/replaced them since the last ten¬ 
ant? 

• Smoke detectors: Are there any? 
Do they work properly? 

• Walls: Are they marked, dented, 
scratched, or cracked? 

• Pipes: Are they in good condition, 
or are they rusty? 

• Leaks: Check under the kitchen 
sink by the front door, the ceiling, and 
throughout the bathroom for water 
damage. 

• Tiles: Are they all there? Are they 
in good shape? 

• Doors: Are they evenly painted? 
Are they marked/dented/scraped etc.? 

• Carpet: Is it fastened securely? 
Stained? 

• Paint: Is it smooth or chipping off? 

If you see anything that could pose a 

problem in the future, you’ll need to 
document it The best way to do this is 
by taking a picture of the damaged

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Tips for creating the home you 
want in the space you're in... 


Apartment dwellers, give me your 
charming (falling apart), cozy (tiny), 
renovated (blank), rooms. It’s almost 
spring and it’s time to personalize your 
space with easy and uncomplicated 
decorating ideas. 

Take inventory of your apt, what 
works for you. Is it the size,the light 
high ceilings, a fireplace? Lucky girl! 

If you’re not so blessed, what else is 
working? Love your bedspread, the col¬ 
ors work, have a great armoire? Play it 
up, build around what you love. Keep 
going with those colors, move the ar¬ 
moire out of the bedroom into your 
public space...let it be a focal point 
And fake them out on the negative. 

Out with the No - In with the New 

No natural light no storage, no car¬ 
pet, no money...no sweat Read on, 
there is an answer. You're clear about 
what you don’t like. Now define what 
gets your juices flowing. Have a fa¬ 
vorite restaurant, salon, hotel, club, 


country, maybe a shop or boutique that 
you love? What’s the ambiance, high 
tech chrome, granite counters, earthy 
tones, exposed brick. Is your favorite 
place traditional, elegant funky, effi¬ 
cient and clean, ethnic, soft and homey, 
light filled and garden-like, or vibrant 
outrageous and over the top? If the at¬ 
mosphere makes you hum, you’re 
headed in the right direction. 

Imitation & improvisation... 

Is your favorite shop the florists, 
light filled with flowers and branches 
and great smells, curling vines, statu¬ 
ary, fountains and pots. Remember 
these folks started out with an empty 
store front and went on to imbue it with 
their style. The same goes for your 
apartment It’s all an illusion, create an 
arbor of tree branches (free), or use an 
old rusty gate, or stencil the wall with a 
border of leaves. If you live in a space 


with little natural light try a section of 
trellis backed by mirror. Check out the 
project link for how-to. 

Now, if you managed to murder 
every green living thing in sight you get 
to try again. You can opt for a combina¬ 
tion of real and fake plants. It can work 
if you don’t overdo. Real ivy and vines 
can be tricky to grow inside, but I’ve 
never killed the fake kind. Should the 
leaves look too shiny and green, use a 
light dusting of baby powder to take 
away the artificiality. If the ficus dies, 
replace it with philodendrum, almost 
impossible to kill. Plant lights do help, 
especially if you use them for uplight- 
ing The combination lights and leaves 
create wonderful shadows and pat¬ 
terns on your walls and ceiling. 

Want new, slick, shiny??? 

Add a retro chrome bar stool, paint 
dilapidated cabinets, tables and chairs, 
maybe even your doors or walls a stark 
black, screaming red, orange, yellow, 


blue. Liven up the joint a little; it’s only 
paint, not surgery. Adding substantial 
rubber wheels to the bottom legs of 
your coffee tables, cabinets, or book 
shelves can add a modern “Jetsons” 
type touch and is definitely convenient 

I Need My Space... 

Too much stuff? Get ruthless, do¬ 
nate, recycle with friends, store with 
mom. That sedentary treadmill you use 
for a clothes stand, ship it to your ex-, 
hopefully they need it more than you. 

Feeling confined in a small space, 
three words mirror, mirror, mirror...on 
the wall, on the door, one hung oppo¬ 
site your windows reflecting the light 
Hang a full length mirror horizontally 
for a headboard, or use it in the kitchen 
on the backsplash between your cabi¬ 
nets and counter. Create the illusion of 
infinity by hanging mirrors opposite 
one another. A great way you can add 


style and space is by leaning the top of 
the mirror away from the wall (use a 
long length of heavy picure wire and 
an extra strong braket) to reflect things 
in the room that bear repeating 

You can free up visual space by 
painting the walls in adjoining rooms 
different tones of the same color, do 
every base board, molding or door in 
only one of the shades. You get more 
space for the eye when you avoid stark 
contrasts such as white walls with a 
black leather couch. No, you don’t have 
to buy a white couch, but how about 
painting the wall in a deep jewel tone 
or floating the couch away from the 
wall in the center of the room with a 
table behind it 

Getting What You Really Want.. 

Long for a home with a hearth, but 
no fireplace, create your own mantle 
by hanging a shelf on the wall that you 
can embellish with different widths 
and types of moldings from your local 


lumber store. Paint, faux marble or 
stain, then hang art or mirror above, 
(try the trick of leaning the top of the 
mirror away from the wall), pile it with 
candles and whatever, or go Zen and 
place only one object for emphasis. 

However, you can recreate the feel¬ 
ing of a home fire by using things you 
probably already have. Grab a large 
tray, an ornately framed mirror (I like 
using a mirror because of the way it 
amplifies the light), a large china plat¬ 
ter, or even a bed tray would be 
cool...fill your base with your candles, 
and candle sticks and votives. Remem¬ 
ber they don’t need to match, they can 
be all different levels, sizes and colors 
as long as they please your eye.

Four rules 
for renters 

Whether you’re renting for three 
months or three years; these rules ap¬ 
ply to anyone wanting to be a responsi¬ 
ble renter. 

1. Get everything in writing. 

Anything not specifically outlined in 
your lease should be put into a written 
document. Without documentation, 
you have no proof to back yourself up. 
For example, if you’ve reported a re¬ 
pair request to your landlord, and 
three weeks later it still hasn’t been 
taken care of, you won’t be able to go to 
your landlord and complain. How can 
you prove that you informed your land¬ 
lord of the problem if you have no 
physical evidence to back yourself up? 
Make sure you write down EVERY¬ 
THING from repair requests, to 
amendments in the lease, to lease ter¬ 
mination notifications. 

Get these documents signed and 
dated by your landlord, and you and 
your roommates should do the same. If 
you would like to see some great exam¬ 
ples of form letters, please visit the Col¬ 
orado Tenant’s Organization’s web site 
and click on “CTO Model Letters.” 

2. Read EVERYTHING before you sign 
it, and don’t sign it if you don’t under¬ 
stand. 

This rule sounds so simple... but SO 
MANY PEOPLE don’t follow it. The 
language in a lease is contusing Don’t 
feel stupid if you don’t understand a 
lease. You should only feel stupid if 
you sign something without under¬ 
standing it Your landlord and the rep¬ 
resentatives at the place you choose to 
rent from are not out to hurt you! Don’t 
be afraid to ask them what the lease 
means. 

3. Remember that a contract is a legal¬ 
ly binding document 

Depending on the state your renting 
in, the lease can cover everything from 
what you pay to who’s responsible for 
the yard work. Regardless of what the 
lease states, if you sign it, you must 
abide by it If you break the lease with¬ 
out your landlord’s approval, you could 
end up losing everything from your se¬ 
curity deposit to your credit 

The only exception to this rule is if 
you, your roommate(s) and your land¬ 
lord agree to add an amendment This 
amendment can nullify or add to the 
original agreements made in the origi¬ 
nal lease.-The amendment must be 
signed and dated by all parties in¬ 
volved in the lease. 

4. Donl be afraid to talk to your land¬ 
lord. 

If you’re worried about making a 
payment or you don’t think you’re go¬ 
ing to be able to fulfill the lease term, 
talk to your landlord before you do any¬ 
thing Maybe you’ll be able to work out 
some sort of agreement While land¬ 
lords don’t have to make any excep¬ 
tions for you, they’ll be much more like¬ 
ly to help you out if you approach them 
before there’s a problem rather than 
after you’ve missed a payment etc.

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RENT - VS - BUY 


The common wisdom is that making 
a monthly rent payment, as opposed to 
making a monthly mortgage payment, 
is a bad idea, and is the equivalent of 
‘throwing money away”. 

However, that is not necessarily al¬ 
ways the case, nor is it completely true 
in all circumstances. 

While there are some advantages to 
buying and becoming a homeowner as 
soon as possible, there are also numer¬ 
ous advantages to renting, which ulti¬ 
mately make it smarter to rent than to 
buy. 

The following are just a few among 
the many advantages of renting: 

Get more for your money. 

You can usually rent an apartment 
or house for much less than the month¬ 
ly cost of buying it 

In renting you initially normally 
have to come up with only the first and 
last month’s rents. 

You don’t have to come up with the 
thousands of dollars in up-front fees or 
closing costs, such as inspections, legal 
fees, land transfer taxes, insurance, 
etc., as do home buyers. 

Be freer to move. 

You will have no huge long-term fi¬ 
nancial investment and commitment to 
consider, so when you need or want to 
leave, you can do so. 

Renting provides an enormous 
amount of flexibility, enabling you to 
decide on a year-by-year basis whether 
to renew your housing situation. 


Moving from a house involves enor¬ 
mous planning and costs, such as the 
thousands of dollars paid in commis¬ 
sion to real estate brokers. 

There is no waiting to sell, and no 
agonizing about the housing market at 
the moment you need to sell. 

You can’t place a price tag on the 
freedom and mobility available to you 
to pick up and leave when the need 
arises. 

The simple binds of renting are 
much more preferable to the anchor of 
home ownership. 

The pick-up-and-go freedom of rent¬ 
ing will always far outweigh the advan¬ 
tages of putting down roots. 

Worry less about property values. 

If housing values decline, the worst 
that can happen is that you will pay too 
much rent, but only until your lease ex¬ 
pires. 

A house needs to appreciate about 
10 -15 percent to cover the initial pur¬ 
chase costs as well as the selling costs. 
If you move before that appreciation 
has occurred, you will end up having to 
absorb those expenses. 

If you move after a couple of years 
and your home hasn’t appreciated sig¬ 
nificantly, you may not be able to sell 
your home for a profit that would cover 
those costs. 

On the other hand, in a good renter’s 
market your monthly rent can procure 
an exceptional apartment, whereas the 
same money paid toward a high-inter- 


est mortgage would tie you down into a 
long-term commitment with a lesser 
value home. 

If you are lucky enough to have 
found an apartment that is substantial¬ 
ly below market rates, it makes more 
sense to rent that apartment and invest 
the savings elsewhere. 

Avoid spending. 

Home improvements and upgrades, 
maintenance repairs, gardening/land¬ 
scaping, property taxes, etc., can be¬ 
come very expensive, whereas as a 
renter you will only spend money on 
furnishings. 

You wouldn’t have to mow the lawn 
or pay the plumber when the toilet 
breaks down. All maintenance and re¬ 
pair costs are paid by your Landlord. 

Have more money to invest else¬ 
where. 

Down payments and mortgage pay¬ 
ments make it difficult for most home- 
owners to start and maintain savings 
and investment programs for vaca¬ 
tions, retirement, etc. 

The rate of return on the invest¬ 
ments made with the money saved by 
not buying can, depending on the type 
of investment and the market condi¬ 
tions, far outweigh that earned on your 
house. 

Minimum risks in the event of eco¬ 
nomic woes. 

For a homeowner the stakes are 
enormously high should their finances 
crumble. When a homeowner can’t 
pay, the lender has great leverage - the 
house, and all the equity invested in it, 
not to mention all the hopes and mem¬ 
ories. 


The following are just a few among 
the many disadvantages of buying: 

No guarantee of a tax break. 

Don’t assume that you always get a 
tax break for buying. 

If the annual interest payment you 
pay on your mortgage, and any other 
deductions you are entitled to, is not 
greater than your standard tax deduc¬ 
tions, you will not reap any tax benefit 
from owning 

All the tax breaks in the world can’t 
make up for the hopeless feeling of be¬ 
ing crushed by debt 

Long-term commitment 

Mortgages are structured so that the 
first several years of payment are dedi¬ 
cated almost exclusively to interest 
payment rather than the principal. 

The desired effect of buying, namely 
the opportunity to build equity, doesn’t 
begin until after several years of mort¬ 
gage payments. 

Therefore, unless you are commit¬ 
ted to staying in the same location for 
at least 5 - 7 years, you are better off 
renting 

Making the rent - vs. - buy decision 
involves a lot more than simply com¬ 
paring monthly rent with the monthly 
mortgage you would pay as a home- 
owner. 

There are pluses and minuses both 
ways, many of which fall outside the 
realm of dollars and cents. 

The decision of whether to rent or 
buy is, ultimately, a very personal one 
that only you can make.

The pros and cons of rent 


The all-American dream of owning 
your own home can make renters feel 
like second-class citizens. Even if you 
don’t mind renting, you have to con¬ 
front the many anti-renting myths that 
abound in this country. 

And the pressure’s been on these 
past couple years with low interest 
rates, enticing even die-hard renters to 
buy. But now that mortgage interest 
rates are climbing again, many would- 
be first-time homebuyers have to face 
the facts that buying a home is not al¬ 
ways the best financial decision. 

Doing the numbers 

From a purely financial perspec¬ 
tive, you can do die numbers to come 
up with a compelling reason to buy a 
home or continue renting. But many of 
the methods of computing these num¬ 
bers differ and are slanted one way or 
the other. 

Many mortgage calculators on the 
Web, like Quicken or eLoan, give you a 
rather narrow picture of how much 
better off you’ll be as a homeowner. 
They don’t take into account any mon¬ 
ey you might invest while you rent If 
you want a comparison of the money 
you spend on the house vs. the down 
payment money you’d invest instead, 
you need to do a more complex calcu- 


latioa 

More advanced computer programs 
help you compare a 30-year investment 
in stocks and bonds to a 30-year invest¬ 


ment in your house. When I ran the 
numbers, using spreadsheets created 
by Mitchell Levy, author of the book 
Home Ownership: The American 
Myth, I discovered that the current in¬ 


terest rate made all the difference in 
whether home ownership came out 
better. The spreadsheets help evaluate 
whether owning a house or renting and 


saving/investing are going to be more 
lucrative for you in the long run. Con¬ 
tact mlevy@mythbreakers.com or 
http://www.mythbreakers.com to obtain 
the spreadsheets for $32.50. 


Debunking the myths 

Many myths surround the rent-vs.- 
buy question in this country. The Na¬ 
tional Multi Housing Council (NMHC) 
is trying to debunk some of these myths 
on its Web site. I recommend that 
every renter read the articles posted 
on this site before diving into the world 
of homeownership. 

Myth No. 1: I’ll pay fewer taxes. The 
biggest homeownership myth in this 
country is that owning a home is huge 
tax break. 

“Renters already get the standard 
deduction,” says Jack Goodman, Chief 
Economist for the NMHC. “If your 
mortgage interest and other itemized 
deductions do not go above the stan¬ 
dard deduction amount, you don’t get 
any tax advantage.” 

The current standard deduction for 
a single head of the household return 
is $6,350. For a couple filing jointly, it’s 
$7,200. 

Even if you do have a larger deduc¬ 
tion with a home, it is only a deduction 
from taxable income. 

“Just because you’re paying less tax¬ 
es, doesn’t mean you’re necessarily bet¬ 
ter off owning a home,” says Levy. ‘The 
tax break certainly helps homeowners, 
but it may not be worth it if you have to 
spend $1 in mortgage interest in order 
to save 28 or 33 cents in taxes,” depend¬ 
ing on your tax bracket 

Myth No. 2: I’m just throwing my 
money away on rent It feels like a ter¬ 
rible waste, giving your money to some 
landlord every month. But what about

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Renters can be gardeners too 


When eight students rented a house 
with a big backyard, they couldn’t wait 
until springtime to plant their garden. 

But when the time came, their land¬ 
lord strictly forbade them from doing 
so. The landlord was worried about 
water consumption if they watered the 
plants in what was sure to be another 
diy summer. 

The students were extremely disap¬ 
pointed. Fortunately, after much 
pleading, they came to a compromise 
with the landlord. He agreed to let 
them plant a garden as long as they 
didn’t water it with a hose. 

Most renters believe they must forgo 
the joys of gardening since they don’t 
own any land. But with a little creativi¬ 
ty, you can turn any rental into a green 
wonderland. Here are some sugges¬ 
tions for the frustrated apartment gar¬ 
dener: 

Windowsills and window boxes. If 
you don’t have a spot of land to plant 
on, no worry. It’s amazing what you can 
grow inside your apartment if you have 
good light If your south- and west-fac¬ 
ing windows don’t have large win¬ 
dowsills, you can put a table next to 
them to hold your plants. Or, if your 
landlord permits it, install a window 
box outside your window. One edge of 
the box sits on the edge of the win¬ 
dowsill and the other is supported by 
angle brackets. 

You don’t have to limit yourself to 


run-of-the-mill houseplants. You can 
grow herbs, flowers, fruits and vegeta¬ 
bles, too. If you want to start simple, 
buy a gardening kit that comes with 


apartment 

You may be surprised to learn that 
indoor gardening has its advantages. 
The plants help clean your apartment 


all, since your plants are growing in 
containers, you can easily take them 
with you when you move. 

But if you do have permission to 
plant outside on the grounds, don’t get 
too attached to your favorite rose bush. 
Even if you bought it and planted it 
with yourself, you can’t take it with you 
when you leave, says Janet Portman, 
co-author of Every Tenant’s Legal 
Guide, a nolo.com book. It seems un¬ 
fair, but it’s the law,” says Portman. 
“Once you put it in the ground, it’s your 
landlord’s. It’s not legal to remove it un¬ 
less your landlord consents.” 

Remember, however, that plants 
grown near windows grow toward the 
direction of light, says John Jeavons, 
author of “How to Grow More Vegeta¬ 
bles and The Sustainable Vegetable 
Garden,” both published by Ten Speed 
Press. 

“Rotate them a quarter of a circle 
each day to help them grow straight 
and not too leggy,” suggests Jeavons, 
who has spent the last 25 years re¬ 
searching how to grow the most in the 
smallest area with the least amount of 
resources. 

Windows can sometimes get too hot 
for plants, especially when there is 
southern exposure for most of the day. 
To avoid burning your sensitive plants, 
move them out of the direct sunlight

If you can’t garden outside, bring the garden inside 


everything you’ll need. Or start an herb 
garden on your windowsill. Herbs and 
lettuce are the easiest plants to grow in 
small pots. If you have a large south¬ 
facing bay window and want to get ex¬ 
travagant, you can go all out and create 
the most exotic tropical forest in your 


air. The March/April 2000 issue of Nat¬ 
ural Home magazine recommends 
chrysanthemums and philodendrons, 
among others, for cleaner indoor air. 

Also, growing organically is pretty 
simple since the bugs and slugs don’t 
have the key to your apartment Best of

Moving is an emotional experience 


The next time you're at a party and 
the conversation starts to lag, try this: 
tell a story about something that hap¬ 
pened the last time you moved. Within 
minutes, everyone in the room will be 
chiming in with "I can top that" tales of 
nightmarish moving experiences. 

That moving can be traumatic is cer¬ 
tainly understandable. "Even when the 
reason for the move is positive, such as 
a new job or a new house, the actual 
process of moving can be stressful and 
challenging," says Melanie Bergeron, 
president of Two Men and A Truck, the 
country's first and only franchised local 
moving service based in Okemos, 
Michigan. "Its a lot of work and there 
are so many details to remember, even 
when you're just moving within the 
same town." 

What can you do to keep your move 


from turning into a disaster? Bergeron 
offers these tips: 

• Plan ahead. The more you do in 
advance, the easier moving day will be. 
Set up a notebook or file with all mov¬ 
ing information, contacts, checklists, 
budgets, etc., so you can keep track of 
what's been done and what you still 
need to do. 

• Choose your mover carefully. With 
all the other costs associated with mov¬ 
ing, its tempting to choose your mover 
primarily on price - but cost is only part 
of what you should consider when 
making this decision. You want a 
mover who will handle every box and 
piece of furniture with the same care 
you would. Be sure the mover has 
proper licenses and insurance. Check 
their record with the Better Business 
Bureau and whatever regulatory 


agency oversees movers in your state. 
Ask for and check references. Visit 
their facility and take a good look at 
their trucks; if they don’t take care of 
their own equipment, it's not likely 
they'll take care of your possessions. 

Consider your children's feelings. 
Moving can be a frightening experi¬ 
ence for youngsters. Turn it into a posi¬ 
tive adventure by taking them to the 
new house before you move; drive 
around the neighborhood, meet some 
of the neighbors, visit sites such as the 
nearby park, schools and library. In¬ 
volve them in the process by letting 
them pack some of their toys and fa¬ 
vorite items. Expect them to be upset 
about leaving their friends and famil¬ 
iar environment Organize a farewell 
party and take plenty of pictures, then 
explain that while they may be saying 
good-bye to these friends, they’re going 
to meet lots of new people, make new 
friends and explore new places. Al¬ 
ways be positive. 

Remember the pets. If the move is 
stressful for you, just imagine what its 
like for the family pet when their world 
is turned upside down. If you have dogs 
or cats, take them with you on visits to 
your new residence (but don't allow 


them to roam freely in the car; it isnt 
safe). Bring a jug of water and a famil¬ 
iar snack for them to enjoy when you 
arrive at the new home. Walk your pet 
around the new neighborhood and 
help them get familiar with the sur¬ 
roundings. Keep in mind that some 
pets have been known to try to return 
to their old homes after moving, so 
you'll want to keep a close eye on your 
pets especially in the first few days. If 
you have pets with special needs, such 
as reptiles, birds and fish, contact your 
local veterinarian or pet store for infor¬ 
mation on making the move as easy as 
possible for them. "There's a lot to re¬ 
member," says Bergeron, "but if you 
take a systematic, organized approach, 
your move can be a positive experi¬ 
ence." Of course, if you take Bergeron's 
advice, you wont have any moving-re¬ 
lated horror stories to tell at your next 
party, so you'll have to think of some¬ 
thing else to talk about Read any good 
books lately?

_Cancel or transfer newspapers, cable TV, security, pest control, 

cleaning help, lawn maintenance and other services.

_Clean stove. 

Day Before Move 

_Empty, defrost and thoroughly dry refrigerator and freezer. Turn off and 

leave doors propped open if power is going to be disconnected. 

_Get sufficient cash to handle expected and unexpected incidental 

expenses. 

_Clear driveway and house pathways so movers can park and will 

have easy access when they arrive. 

_Say good-bye to your neighbors!

PLAN AHEAD 

• Decide what to move and what not 
to move. Go through the entire house¬ 
hold and either sell, discard or donate 
unneeded items.

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A crash course on low-budget decorating 


Your mother’s due to arrive this 
week for her first visit to your new 
home. The problem is, while you’ve 
moved up in the world - landing your¬ 
self a respectable job and a nice pad - 
your furnishings are rather sparse, and 
your decorating style is rather mini¬ 
malist That’s not so much due to lack 
of time or desire as it is to budgetary 
constraints. Creating a nice-looking liv¬ 
ing environment after all, costs a lot of 
money. Or does it? What’s the bare 
minimum you need to spruce up your 
place and make it look more sophisti¬ 
cated - without breaking the bank, of 
course? 

Start in your living room - the room 
Mom will step into first the room that 
“introduces” her to your digs, so to 
speak. If you can afford to spruce up 
just one room, choose this one. The 
first step is your lighting. Cozy lighting 
can add a lot to a room, regardless of 
the condition of the rest of its furnish¬ 
ings. Hit your nearest flea market and 
find yourself something unusual - a 
conversation piece with an unusual 
base or shade. Purchase a variety of 
lamps of different styles and heights. 
And shop around. During a visit to a lo¬ 
cal (and very popular retail furniture 
store), I discovered a floor lamp that 
looked great but once I approached it 
for a closer look, it was clear that a 
slight breeze would be enough to knock 
the unsteady lamp over. You may have 


better luck at garage sales or flea mar¬ 
kets, where local artisans often sell 
some of the best-made furnishings 
around for a steaL By shopping around, 

I later found a floor lamp at a flea mar¬ 
ket that not only looked better than the 
first one I spotted; it was also made of 
sturdy black iron. A gale-force wind 
couldn’t knock it over. 

Do have anything hanging from your 
walls? If not, it’s time to start Head to 
your local ail museum, and hit the gift 
shop. That’s where you’ll find various 
posters and prints of all sizes. They’re 
all priced reasonably, and you’ll often 
find reproductions of your favorite 
works. Since you’ve saved money on 
the prints themselves, you might con¬ 
sider spending a bit more on the fram¬ 
ing. Arts and crafts stores often run “50 
percent off’ specials. Sometimes, how¬ 
ever, even simple frames will work. 
Measure the dimensions of your print 
or poster before you leave for the craft 
store, and see if you can’t find a ready¬ 
made frame. Custom framing can be¬ 
come very expensive, depending upon 
the number and quality of mats you se¬ 
lect, as well as the glass and the quality 
(texture and material) of the frame it¬ 
self. 

A folding screen is another good 
choice for dressing up your living room 
(and also hiding a storage area if you’re 
pressed for space). Look for a Japan- 
ese-style screen, or select one of the 


very popular “frame” screens, which 
allow you to insert several photos of 
your choice. This type of screen adds a 
very personal touch to your room. A 
screen can also create the illusion of a 
separate room (if you’re self-conscious 
about presenting your tiny studio to 
Mom). 

If you’ve still got those plastic “col¬ 
lege cubes” in your living room, per¬ 
haps holding up your television set, it’s 
time to graduate to the next level (OK, 
I’m speaking from personal experi¬ 
ence, although I assure you I threw 
them away a long time ago). You can 
purchase very inexpensive side tables 
and either refinish them or cover them 
with a table skirt If you’re looking for 
something sturdier, find yourself a 
wooden chest to support your televi¬ 
sion. They also make great coffee ta¬ 
bles. 

A throw rug adds warmth to any 
room. I’m not talking a bathroom-type 
throw rug, now (for those of us who are 
challenged in the decorative arts). I’m 
talking about the kind of rug you pur¬ 
chase far away from the bathroom sec¬ 
tion of your retail store. You can spend 
as much or as little as you’d like on 
these rugs. Many of them at upper-end 
retail stores are overpriced; shop 
around. You don’t have to empty your 
bank account to find a simple, nice- 
looking throw rug to place underneath 
your coffee table or in front of your fire¬ 


place. As you’re shopping around, be 
wary of rugs with edges that are al¬ 
ready beginning to curl; they’re an ac¬ 
cident waiting to happen. When you’re 
not tripping over them, they’re driving 
you crazy with their appearance. Ideal¬ 
ly, you’ll purchase a woven rug made of 
soft fabric. These are more likely to 
stay put than “straw-type” rugs. You 
may consider placing a rubber mat un¬ 
derneath your rug, as well, to help 
keep it from shifting 

Purchase plenty of large, over¬ 
stuffed pillows for your sofa and/or 
chairs. They create a lived-in appear¬ 
ance, and their presence alone invites 
guests in to sit down. If you have plenty 
of pillows, but they’ve seen better days, 
purchase pillow covers - a very inex¬ 
pensive option that can transform the 
appearance of any room in a hurry. 
Last but not least, gather up your vases 
- the more eclectic the assortment, the 
better - and buy yourself some flowers, 
real or artificial Fabric arrangements 
have become so authentic-looking that 
it’s hard to tell the difference. If you 
have bad luck with household green¬ 
ery, you’ll want to go this route. 

These easy, quick and inexpensive 
shortcuts will give your living space 
some much-needed personality. You’ll 
even impress Mom ... if you can just 
keep her out of the rest of your house.

Q: My landlord won’t let me paint. 
The walls are a dirty white and my furni¬ 
ture doesn’t look so great in here. I have 
to do something. Any ideas? 

A: I do have a couple of ideas. First 
you say you want to paint I would green 
light that if, you make an agreement 
with the owner to turn the apartment 
back to the original color before you 
move. 

If the landlord is adament (it hap¬ 
pens), you might want to hang fabric at¬ 
tached by velcro tape strips from the 
floor to ceiling. Burlap creates a great 
texture and comes in some interesting 
colei's. If you want to chintz it up buy cot¬ 
ton print fabric and cut panels of it the 
length of your walls and cut off the sal¬ 
vage edge. Soak the fabric a panel one at 
a time in good old liquid starch, wring it 
out a bit, actually, it’s better to fold the 
fabric and pat, less wrinkling, starting at 
the top of the wall applying as you would 
wallpaper. If you decide to move or 
change the fabric grab it by the comer 
and lift it off the wall. This won’t work 
with burlap, the color may bleed. 

Another option is to create fabric 
panels with cardbord, batting and fabric, 
just strech the fabric and bunting over 
rigid cardboard, foamcore or 
plywood,and tape it to the back of the 
panel with that heavy silver tape. Tack it 
up on the walls with finishing nails. 
These can be elaborate or simple, and 
also help create a sound barrier if the 
neighbors are noisy.

and under fluorescent lighting. 

Grow lights. If your apartment does 
not have good light, you may want to 
consider using grow lights indoors. Of 
course, the biggest drawback to using 
lights is the cost of the electricity. If 
your landlord pays for your electricity, 
you need to be sure that you get your 
landlord’s permission before you at¬ 
tempt this. And when you ask, you 
need to be explicit about WHAT you 
plan to grow, since you don’t want your 
landlord to jump to any conclusions 
about the types of herbs you want to 
plant 

If you decide to buy grow lights, ex¬ 
pect to spend at lease $150 on equip¬ 
ment and an extra $10 to $15 per month 
on electricity. 

Hydroponics. Why stop at grow 
lights? If you want to be truly adventur¬ 
ous, you can garden without soil. The 
nutrients as well as the water are recy¬ 
cled instead of leaching into the soil, 
and the plants produce more in the 
same space. However, an indoor hy¬ 
droponics setup may cost as much as 
$400. And then if you’re also using grow 
lights, you’ll have the same electricity 
bills. Your landlord may have addition¬ 
al concerns about your water garden, 
especially about possible leakage. So 
it’s best to be up front about your plans 
if you venture into the hydroponics 
arena 

Container gardens. If you have access 


to outdoor space, use it Even if you 
can’t touch the good brown earth, you 
can create container gardens and 
place them on balconies, patios or 
rooftops. 

Containers for a balcony or patio 
can be made out of wood, plastic, ce¬ 
ramics or clay. Plastic is light manage¬ 
able and cheap. It’s also nonporous, 
which is helpful in dry climates and a 
drawback in wet climates. Make sure 
that any container you choose has am¬ 
ple drainage so your plants don’t suffer 
root rot 

When planting in containers, you 
need to learn how to grow the plants 
close together. Seed packet instruc¬ 
tions usually recommend too much 
space between rows, says Jeavons. 
Plant closer together and pick some 
vegetables early on, while leaving oth¬ 
er to grow large. 

Before you start gardening on a roof 
or deck, take some precautions. First if 
the space is communal, get an OK from 
the landlord and your neighbors. Also 
make sure that the deck or rooftop can 
support extra weight - potted plants 
weigh a lot after watering. 

You can minimize the weight of con¬ 
tainer plants by using lightweight con¬ 
tainers and soil. Ask your local nursery 
for a lightweight soil that contains co¬ 
conut coir pith or peat moss. 

Wind is another concern for rooftop 
and balcony gardens. Use a plastic pro¬ 
tector around your garden to stop the 
wind from blowing over your pots.

All Roommates Must Have 


you’ve known your roommate, howev¬ 
er, your living arrangement will have 
the best odds of working out if you com¬ 
municate early and often. 

You can’t expect your roommate to 
be your clone, of course. It’s inevitable 
that one of you will be an early riser, 
and the other one won’t One of you 
might enjoy socializing into the wee 
hours of the morning and coming home 
at dawn, just before the other one 
wakes up after a good night’s sleep. It’s 
when the night owl brings home his fel¬ 
low partygoers that the line is crossed. 
Even if you can’t predict your room¬ 
mate ever doing such a thing, you must 
discuss these topics - and more - if you 
want to avoid tension within your 800 
square-foot living space. 

Before you head to the department 
store and pick out your curtains or plan 
your housewarming party, sit down 
(over lunch, perhaps, to make the con¬ 
versation a bit lighter) and ask each 
other the following questions: 

Consumption of substances 

Does either one of you smoke? If 
one of you does and one doesn’t, how 
do you feel about this arrangement? If 
you’re a nonsmoker and you’ve never 
lived with a smoker, don’t be so hasty to 
say, “It’s no problem.” 

Do you drink alcohol, and if so, how 
often? If both of you claim to be social 
drinkers, define what the term “social 
drinker” means to each of you. Does 
one roommate avoid drinking for 
moral reasons? Is one of you a recover¬ 


ing alcoholic? If so, how would he or 
she feel if you had alcohol present in 
your home? 

Does either roommate have a histo¬ 
ry of drug abuse, or does one of you use 
drugs occasionally? 

Lifestyle habits 

Are you a “morning” person or 
“night owl”? If you have opposite 
habits, how will you respect those dif¬ 
ferences when coming home or leaving 
the apartment? If you’re the morning 
person, how do you feel about guests 
coming home during the wee hours of 
the morning with your roommate? 

How much time do you expect to 
spend at home? Will one of you be 
working at home full time? 

Are you a “neat freak,” a moderate 
neatnik or a slob? How about your 
roommate? If you’re opposites, how 
will you come to terms with this differ¬ 
ence? 

How do you feel about overnight 
guests? If you agree that it’s OK, you’ll 
also need to agree to a time limit More 
than one roommate relationship has 
been destroyed over a guest that won’t 
leave. 

How do you feel about boy¬ 
friends/girlfriends who stay over? How 
often would you feel comfortable with 
them staying at your apartment? Estab¬ 
lish these rules very specifically, in¬ 
cluding how much time girlfriends and 
boyfriends are allowed to hang around 
during the daytime. Make the joint de¬ 
cision that no keys are to be duplicated 


either for girlfriends/boy-friends or for 
platonic friends. 

Does either one of you own a pet? 
Does the other roommate have any pet 
allergies? Do you plan to bring home a 
pet in the future, either jointly or sepa¬ 
rately? Will you agree to make the de¬ 
cision together? And when you go your 
separate ways later, who will assume 
custody of the pet if you purchased it 
together? 

How do you feel about playing mu¬ 
sic? The television? How loud? How 
late is too late? 

How late is too late for incoming 
phone calls? 

Will you have parties? If so, agree to 
host them as roommates. Agree that no 
parties will be held without the other 
roommate’s consent 

Is quiet time important to you? How 
often? 

Property and household 
chores/obligations 

How do you feel about your room¬ 
mate using your possessions? Would 
you prefer to be asked permission 
first? 

How will you divide groceries? Will 
you buy them separately and prepare 
your own meals individually, or will 
you cook meals together? Do you have 
any radical differences in eating 
habits/food preferences (for example, 
is ohe of you a strict vegetarian?). 

How will household chores be divid¬ 
ed? And what will happen if one of you 
fails to do his/her fair share?

item/area, and then making a log de¬ 
scribing all of the pictures. Get the 
landlord to sign and date the log, and 
you sign and date it too. This way, you 
cannot be accused of damage you did¬ 
n’t do. 

Robert Irwin, author of The Land¬ 
lord’s Troubleshooter, published by 
Dearborn, offers some helpful hints: ‘It 
is absolutely necessary that you use 
precise language to describe any ex¬ 
ceptions to ’clean and undamaged’ that 
you write down. For example, there 
may be a mark in a wall caused by the 
previous tenant having hit it with a 
dresser while moving out If you write 
down, ’back wall of bedroom is 
marked,’ you could be in for real trou¬ 
ble. When this tenant moves out, that 
wall could be covered from floor to 
ceiling with marks and when you 
protest, the tenant will point to the 
walk-through saying, ’See, you wrote 
down that the wall was marked!”’ 

In many cases, you can insist that 


the landlord make the repair before 
you move in, especially if it is likely to 
get worse, or put you or others at risk. If 
you do this before you sign the lease 
you will avoid future misunderstand¬ 
ings. 

Your landlord could be the friend¬ 
liest person in the world and turn into 
a pit bull when it comes time to return 
your security deposit So, make sure 
there isn’t a fine print clause in your 
rental contract that allows the landlord 
to keep some of your deposit for 
“cleaning.” Again, before you sign the 
lease, ask the landlord to define the 
conditions in writing under which you 
would get or not get your deposit back. 

Also, when your lease is up, plan to 
have the landlord walk through the 
apartment with you again. Compare 
the apartment to the pictures taken be¬ 
fore and make sure you both agree on 
everything. 

Understanding what you need to do 
in order to earn your deposit back will 
go a long way toward parting company 
with your landlord on good terms, with 
your security deposit safely back in 
your pocket

throwing away money to the bank? 

“Most of what homeowners pay the first 
five years is interest,” says Goodman. 
“You’re not paying down principle; you’re 
not building equity. That’s money down the 
drain too.” 

Since nearly half of all homeowners 
move in the first five years, you need to com¬ 
pare the cost of renting to homeownership 
over the first few years. 

Myth No. 3: Putting equity in my home is 
a smart investment 

For those renters who are miserable 
savers, a forced savings plan (aka the mort¬ 
gage) can really help. Instead of paying your 
rent, you pay your mortgage and build up 
equity in your home. When it’s time to retire, 
you can cash in on your house. 

But is this really a wise investment strat¬ 
egy? 

“Do you want to put all your eggs in one 
basket?” asks Goodman. “It’s like putting all 
your wealth in a single stock in the stock 
market It’s risky.” 

Is your house going to appreciate as 
much as the stock market, for example? If 
you look at the past 10 years and compare 
appreciation of homes to the stock market, 
you’ll see that real estate has performed dis¬ 
mally compared to the huge gains in the 
stock market 

We all know that the stock market isn’t 
going to always perform that well, but like 
any investment, real estate markets can go 
up and down. A desirable neighborhood that 
goes up in value one year can take a dive in 
subsequent years. 

Any good investment counselor will tell 
you that diversifying your portfolio is the 
best antidote to these kinds of risks. So 
putting all your money in your house isn’t 


exactly the best solution to your poor saving 
skills. 

Myth No. 4: I’ve got a great job, I won’t 
need to move. 

You may plan to stay put for a long time. 
But what if you lose your job and need to re¬ 
locate to find another one? If that happens, 
the cost of reselling your home can be 
daunting The real estate commission itself 
is hefty sum that you don’t want to pay if 
your house hasn’t appreciated significantly. 

The NMHC explores the relationship be¬ 
tween unemployment and homeownership 
in their publication “Home Ownership and 
Unemployment in the U.S.” 

“It’s intuitively plausible that there 
would be this link between homeownership 
and employment,” says Goodman. “You are 
more locked into the market because you’ve 
got this big cost involved if you sell your 
house.” 

Even if your house doesn’t depreciate, 
the real estate broker, lawyer, and inspec¬ 
tion fees can add up to quite a sum. 

“The round trip into and out of home- 
ownership can be as much as 10 percent” of 
the home sale price, says Goodman. 

The NMHC study points out that reces¬ 
sions are often the cause of job loss. So if you 
lose your job due to a bad economy, you may 
find your house very difficult to sell. 

Not a financial decision 

Even when you come to terms with the 
wisdom of renting, you may decide that you 
need to buy a home due to your own subjec¬ 
tive feelings and lifestyle. This is often the 
reason renters take the plunge. Renting is 
just a drag for some of us, and being respon¬ 
sible for your own space can be enticing 

If you want to buy a home for personal 
reasons, by all means, go for it! You don’t 
need a good excuse. But if you just want to 
invest your money smartly, do the numbers 
yourself or talk to a financial adviser.
